Standing Order No. 107 



(1) There shall be a select committee to examine the arrangements made 
for the compilation, maintenance and accessibility of the Register of Members’ 
Interests: to consider any proposals made by Members or others as to 
the form and contents of the Register; to consider any specific complaints made 
in relation to the registering or declaring of interests; to consider what classes 
of person (if any) other than Members ought to be required to register; and 
to make recommendations upon these and other matters which are relevant. 

(2) The committee shall consist of thirteen Members. 

(3) The committee shall have power to send for persons, papers and records; 
to sit notwithstanding any adjournment of the House; and to report from time 
to time. 

(4) The quorum of the committee shall be five. 

(5) Unless the House otherwise orders, each Member nominated to the 
committee shall continue to be a member of it for the remainder of the 
Parliament.

FIRST SPECIAL REPORT 

The Select Committee on Members’ Interests has agreed to the following 
Special Report ; — 

1. Your Committee has directed that the Register of Members’ Interests be 
laid today before the House. Mr. Enoch Powell has failed to comply with 
the Resolutions of the House to declare his interests, on the same grounds of 
refusal as in the two previous Parliaments.^ 

2. It is a matter of regret that the Register has not been available for 
inspection for the first seven months of this Parliament. Members are required 
to register their interests within twenty-eight days of taking their seats and a 
draft Register was prepared shortly thereafter. Your Committee, however, 
which has the duty to approve the draft Register was not nominated until 
16th December. Whatever the difficulties in a new Parliament in constituting 
other Select Committees, we urge the need to appoint our Committee at an 
early stage, certainly within one month of the first sitting of the House.
